Then there 
are numerous letters of a semiprivate 
nature which are written by the queen 
herself— letters of condolence, lett* rs of 
congratulation to brides who have I .us 
connected with the court, letter;- to for­ 
eign monarch« . 
Besides all these epis­ 
tles, written iti the blackest of ink on 
paper slightiv edged with black, there 
are thousands which are penned by the 
private secretary and his assistants. 
The queen's day begins early and ends 
late. After breakfast—a meal which she 
still enjoy s eating in the open air when 
possible*—there are the newspapers and 
private correspondence claiming atten­ 
tion. 
W ith regard to tin» former, por­ 
tions of The Times and other journals 
are read aloud to the queen by a lady 
specially 
appointed for this purpose. 
Very rarely does the queen comment on 
the news, exci pt in the case of a calam­ 
ity , when her sy mpathy is quickly ex­ 
pressed in a telegram. Inaccuracy in an 
important newspaper as to roy al matters 
gives the queen grave annoy ance, and 
The Chronicle's writer has know n an 
official to call and complain of the mis­ 
statement and demand a rectification. 
Not long ago an illustrated London pa­ 
per gave a picture in which her majesty 
was represented as holding the arm of 
her Indian attendant. 
Within a short 
space of time a member of the roy al 
household called on the editor to state 
the absurdity of such an error.

If i 
a man is convinced that hi.** grief is i 
more than he can bear, those who have 
studied the m atter agree that, through 
the fore«* of his own im agination, the 
man w ill actu ally die from a “ broken 
heart. ” 
The great Napoleon xvas k illed by an 
internal disease, but it is supposed that 
it w ould not have been fatal had not 
his spirits been so depre*v-ed through 
exile and defeat. 
W illia m P itt, the or­ 
ator, is said to have died from a “ bro­ 
ken h e a rt,” cau"««l by his great grief at 
the fa ilu re of his cherished hopes and 
plans. A n d there have been m any other 
such instances in this country. 
W hen 
plagues are raging in a town, statistics 
show that as m any die from frigh t and 
im ag inary cause« a.** from the real ep i­ 
demic, so great a hold has the fear of 
death on some people. 
If a man is condemned to be «hot, it 
has often occurred that on the word 
“ fire” ho has dropped lifeless, although, 
through accident or design, no bullet 
has in re ality left the gun. 
Tiiere is a qu<*«*r case <m record con­ 
cerning the daughter of a celebrated 
novelist, w ho was deeply interested in 
one of her fath er’s storms. 
It appeared 
in installm ents, and tin; heroine was suf­ 
fering from consumption. 
As the g irl 
brooded over tiie sad fate of the heroine, 
she, too, suddenly m anifested the same 
symptoms. 
A physician recommended 
her father to restore her to 
health, 
w hich lie did a few chapters on, and at 
the same tim e as the g irl in the novel 
recovered 
so also did his too senti­ 
m ental daughter.— N ew York Dispatch.

I was sent 
fo rth fresh and crisp fro m W ashing to n 
to a pay master in the Army o f the Po ­ 
to mac o n the V irg inia peninsula , and 
he deliv ered me, a lo ng w ith a lo t o f 
la rg er no tes, to a captain o f the Fifth 
Pennsy lv a nia cav alry . 
The ca pta in placed the big no tes in a 
letter which he wro te to his w ile — a 
sweet, lo v ing letter— in w hich he tfo l(l 
her he was g o ing the nex t day o n a 
raid up the peninsula, and tha t if all 
w ent w ell he m ig ht sleep in Richmo nd; 
tha t she must keep up a brav e heart and 
that he wo uld be ho me so o n. When he 
sea led this letter, 1 sa w the m uscles o f 
his mo uth tw itch and his brav e blue 
ey es mo isten, and 1 snug g led up w ithin, 
fo r 1 knew the brav est wo re the tender- 
est, and he wa s w ishing that lie co uld 
g o w ith tha t letter.

The capta in saw lie had bet­ 
ter retire, so he turned his ho rse, o rder­ 
ed a retreat, and the men threw their 
g uns o v er their sho ulders and dashed 
do wn the ro ad, tiring as they retreated.

We went into a new po sitio n, behind 
th e co lleg e w a lls— the co lleg e had been 
burned— and as the ho t lead spattered 
a g a inst the o ld Eng lish bricks I shud­ 
dered, and ev ery tim e the sta tue o f Lo rd 
Bo teto urt wa s hit 1 felt as if ev ery thing 
« acred was being desecrated, and I co uld 
alm o st hear the British 
lio n g ro wl. 
W hile 1 wa s made fo r circula tio n 1 wa s 
based o n pro tectio n, and when charg es 
w ere made a g a inst me 1 feared I wo uld 
be g ro und into pulp befo re 1 w a s w ith ­ 
drawn. 
Our enem ies were re-enfo rced, and 
my captain, seeing discretio n w a s the 
better part o f v alo r, ag ain retired and 
da shed do wn the main street. 
Befo re 
h e had g o ne tw o squa res a bay o net- was 
thrust thro ug h his thig h, and he was 
made priso ner. 
In a v ery sho rt tim e I 
wa s ex chang ed fo r a bag o f to bacco and 
became an a lly and asso ciate o f armed 
rebellio n.

pro mised to do his best to pro tect her, 


111 a sho rt tim e the city wa s in flames, 
the wa ter cut o ff, the g asho use destro y ­ 
ed, and darkness reig ned. 
The streets 
were full o f Unio n so ldiers and army 
fo llo wers, and the deso la tio n o f that 
ho use was bey o nd a ny thing I can de­ 
scribe.
